Dr. Soi>or, President of the Me- 
thodLsi Conference of Great Brit- 
ain, is playing hid fourth visit to 
Canada . to lead a Christian Mis- 
sion at McGill this week. 

Dr. Soper, wl'iosc theme -is "Tlie 
Necessity of llevolution". explain- 
ed that tlie Christian revolution 
must take place on two levels. On 
the |K;r6onal level theie.must be 
"a return lo something like Purit- 
aoism at its best." On the corpo- 
rate level what is needed is the 
cstablislunent uf the Kingdom of 
God on earth, as described in the 
Sermon on the .Mount. 

SOCIALIST ■ 

Tuniin^' lo jwlitics. Dr.- Soper 
.saul, that he was attracted to the 
Labour I'arlv because "it is more 
possible to interpret Christianity 
through the principles of llie La- 
bour Party, than through the other 
parties.-" 

Ha described the Labour Part.v 
as "nut completely socialist" atid 
«nid that he Is also a member of 
the Christian Socialist Movement, 
which favours the abolition of most 
types of private property, includ- 
ing land. Asked If any exceptiotis 
would be made. Dr. Sotwr said 
yes. "False tec!h. for example." 

Dr. Soper replied to a question 
on whether be thought commu- 
nism and Christianity were com- 
patible br saying that jnany 
communist practices were near- 
er to the ChrlstUn ideal than 
some of the practices of Christia- 
nity. '.'There is a sense of* com- 
munity in communist countries 



that is lacking In the beatnik s'sa' 
of capitalism," be observed. ' ' 

WORLD PEACE 

As his recipe for world peaca 
Dr. Soper advocaled total di- 
.sarmament. He added that tlii:i 
could only be achieved by soma 
country starting unilaterally. 
This could not be done by ei- 
ther the United States or Russia, 
but if some '"small" country such 
as Britain took the lead he felt 
that others would join in becau- 
se "there would be no reason 
not to." He considered this a 
smaller risk than nuclear war. 

Dr. Soper explained that hs 
was a pacifist even before tho 
advent of nuclear weapons hut 
that be hail "all the nmre rea- 
son" to be one now."Mv pacifism- 
is not utilitarian," he" declared: 
"but is a moral belief deriveil 
from Christianity." 

• KENNEDY 

He expressed high hopes of 
President Kennedy. "I can feel 
a new wind blowing. Kennedy 
has a creed. I'm verv (>Iad it 
wasn't Nixon. Ilow can lie call 
himself a Quaker and boast about 
fighting in the last war'.'" 

"The great" tragedy was Eisen» 
bower," he went on. '.'as a fel- 
low said to me on Tower Hill : ■ 
'None of this would have hap- 
pened if Eisenhower was still 
alive!" 

Speaking of the movement for 
church unity Dr. Soper said, "I'ui 
sure it's coming because it'« 
riijht and inevitable, if wa 
Christian.^ don't hang together 
we"ll hang separately."

Premier Jean Lesage, speaking 
at Laval University last Friday 
upon receiving an honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws, suggested 
that Quebec's educational system 
ivill. continue along traditional li- 
nes with emphasis on the huma- 
nities. 

At the ceremony, where he was 
the sole person to be honoured 
at the convocation, he said that 
many persons wondered if spccia- 
liwd training, which is now. ine- 
vitable, would lead. to the death 
of "general culture and this Chris- 
tian humanism which was tha sap 
of our imiversity and 'icbs$ical 
schooling." 'jT V f ;

Manitoba Props Football 

■ Tlie University of Manitoba's student council decided last week asaiiiiir' recom- 
meiKling: a three dollar fee increase to finance a .football team. 



The motion which called for 
Council to recommend to Uni- 
versity's Board of Governors that 
the student fee be increased and 
that the athletic directorate be 
made responsible for a football 
team was defeated 18-13 with 
four votes short of the required 
majority. This does not mean, 
however, that the University of 
Manitoba will be barred from 
competition in other intercolle- 
giate «porli.>;.v-^j

Of Uw^«8tera:.Canadiaa inter 



collegiate Union said that his 
organi/jition had no desire to lose 
Manitoba's membership in the 
Union. However, a constitutional 
amendment adopted at the final 
meeting of .WCIAU-lost summer 
made it compulsory for all mem- 
ber universities to enter teams 
in all sports chosen by the Union. 
This was thought In some circles 
to be an ultimatum to the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba to either field 
a football team in 1961 or get out. 

In an interview, Dr. van Vliet 
found it difficult to predict the 
outcome of . WCIAU's meeting this 



spring, although' he thought that 
the reactlop would be one of di- 
sappointment. "There has never 
been any prdssurc put on Mani- 
toba" he isaid. "It's just that^as 
far as. football is concerned, we 
all have a problem., V/e wanted 
Manitoba to come into the Lea- 
gue, but the amendment was not 
aimed at any one university". ■ 

The defeated motion was intro^ 
duccd by senior Arts representa- 
tive Dave Kllgour, who called on 
Council to pass the motion, bqt 
added that he suspected it would 
prove "easiest to defeat football". 



'This popular passion: for edu- 
cation is one of the salutary signs 
of our epoch",' Lesage continued. 

He wondered -wether the "ne- 
cessary readjustments should cau- 
se alarin. The adjustments arc 
already being done in the pro- 
grams and institutions, without 
anarchy and without hesitation." 

POWERS 

The univcrsitie.s, according to 
Premier Lesage, already have all 
the necessary powers to make the 
adaptions, "because these arc the 
powers of life';. . , 

"They are prisoncrj'of-no con- 
tingency because they have ne- 
ver been identifie^ with the pa4- 
sln^' ; on the cbnt'rary the entire 
effort has been aimed at turning 



the face of generations towards ' 
what is eternal", he added. 

".N'othlng will change this". 

He declared that the university 
could not stand alone in its task 

of reflecting culture in its broad- 
est sense. This was why, it was 
necessary for the state to provlda 
help, and one reason for the go- 
vernment's decision to create a 
cultural affairs department which 
would supplement existing ef- 
forts.

Mr. Alan Freed was at one time the most popular 
ilisc jockev in New York City. He, spun records end- 
IcsaJy on the station turntabie.«» until it was found m 
various Coiigieasional Committee hearings that some 
platters were plaj-ed more often than others. The rea- 
son for this it turned out was that Mr. Freed and 
a number of His contemporaries were accepting from 
time to time from people with vested interests in 
these recordings was con.sidercd to be more than co- 
incidental by these American law-makers. Consequent- 
ly Mr. Freed is no longer in the groove. 

The whole issue of "p.iyoLa" ha.s been widely 
thre.shed out In the ma.s8 media both in the United 
States and in this country. Ine-xtricably Inter-twined 
with it i.s the general problem of the declining .stand- 
ards of morality .so obvious in our contemporary 
North Americiin" society. For this to occur within the 
press, radio and television is particulary dangerous 
because of the omnipotence of these -fieldR of commu- 
nication. A well-turned phrase In support of a man, 
an idea, or a product can pu.sh either of these to the 
top of the popul.uity poll. Madison Avenue has not 
failed to realize this, - 

Patronage, corruption and graft are not by any 
means new factors in the political life of Quebec. Le- 
gend has it that when Cartier was approacliing the 
Indian village of Sladacona in 1534, some of the lesser 
redskins were l)uying front row seats to this hLs'torlc 
event bv .slipping wampum belt.s into the* hands of 
their chieftains. Tlie latter of coiiiPe ahvay.s prevented 
not to notice this new-found .source of wealth. And so 
the story goe.s. The. ready smile, the fat cigar, the pat ■ 
on the back and a hand in .some one else's pocket have 
been hallmarks of this province's political history. The 
renowned and the obscure alike have indulged in this 
sport. • . 

But in all tlii.s darkness there iiave been some rays 
of light. The new premier of Quebec, Jean Lesage, 
has pledged himself to eliminate the spoils .sy.stcm 
from Quebec politics. He has made many commenda- 
ble moveriients to this end. In our own city, the jovial, 
smiling, .senatorial face of Sarto Fournier, popular 
as he was with all the press photographers, has given 
way to the determined peiservering visage of the in- 
cumbent Mayor Drapeau. He rode to power on the 
white horse of civic progrcFS. And he has provided 
Montreal with more action in month.s than other admi- 
nistrations have given it in ycar.s. However, it appears 
that the white horse might Jiave same black spdls. 

Last Saturday afternoon we had our i-adio tuned 
to CJAD. In between waxings one- of the staff an- 
nouncers, in his customary smooth tones, informed 
the listening Audience that the mayor of Montreal may 
now be heard discu.ssing civic problems once a v/eck. 
As a hunjorons after-thought, he noted that those res- 
ponsible for the program had been presented by the 
mayor with handsome attache cases. His. Honor, , he 
pointed out, is a very genÎTOUs mnrr. . 

Perhaps oblivious to the implications involved in 
this, the announcer stated that he mentioned this only 
to point out the irony that Fournier and Co. had ma- 
nufactured the case.s. 

It is an open .secret that- mepibers of the m.TSs 
media are often underpaid. It i.s also well-known that 
various members of this group have seen fit to accept 
gratuities from persons and organizations which they 
•cover for their respective organs. One does not need 
n university degree to realize that this compromises 
in no small way objective and bi-parti.«an. reporting 
of current events.

These may not 
be a good defence, but one 
thing cannot be denied-we have 
no sure defence in .a major war 
in which nuclear wea'poni are 
not used. The .otheç_altemative 
to . this deterrent a t r à t e *g y , 
i* diftfrmaroent, and this 
we could not get. 

Now the CUCND proposes 
that Canada become neutral, 
and along .with other small 
countriea presture the two-"su- 
p^erpowers" ..into ditarming. If 
other Western nations' follow 
.suit (causing the dissolution of 
NATO and other alliances), the 
U.S. would be on its own against 
the power of the Communist 
bloc. The crux of the matter is 



this : we cannot bargain effec- 
tively for a fair solution while 
at the lower end of the power 
balance.

The editorial noted dearly 
one objective of the campaign, 
"that Canada should make her 
weight felt as a respected lea- 
der of the middle powers in 
the councils of the wsrtd so 
that the present rush by many 
states to the brink of conflict 
and beyond can be averted". 
We believe that this will only 
be possible when Canada takes 
a firm and decisive stand on 
'nuclear ditarmament. 

We thank the Dnil|/ for its 
lupport of our movement and 
hope that thi« letter and tlie 
enclosed policy statement will 
help to clarify our position.

Soddy travcRcd- lo Australia, 
where he spent some time, and^ 
UiCL returned to Glasgo'w. 

tt was there he met Sir Alei(an- 
der, a younK bor *t the time. Sir 
Alexander wis'hired as a lab bey 
and so began a friendship which 
lasted :iO years, until the death 
of Soddy in mi. During that ti- 
'mc, he came to know the real 
per.soiiality of the famous che- 
mist. 

According to Sir Ale.tnnder, 
Soddv made all. his contributions 
lo science before tl»e age of 43. 

lie was outspoken against man:^ 
scientific orgsiniutions and be- 
cause of. this never ser\'ed on the 
counsel of a Royal Society, and 
was never granted an honourary 
degree by aav British university, 
except thr Univer.'itv of Glasgow.
